6 * rlth regard to the provision in Paragraph 2, Page 2, «f the proposed 
MSI idractivu, a clear statement should appear that the individuals on fall 
ti*a duty at MS Headquarters representing the various agencies, are In an 
advisory capacity and subject to the control of tbs DC I. It is fait that ex- 
ception should bo made to the last sentence in Para gr aph. $ of Page 3 of this 
proposed Directive to cover easrgency situations. Particular attention is 
invited to Paragraph b(h) on Pegs 4 of the proposed SSC Directive which al- 
Ixwates to I£C the res. onsibiliiy for tte conduct of all diseussiora* with 
foreign intelligence agencies respecting the forauMtion of mrnhi w national 
intelligence estimates, etc. This provision is deeraod to be cxapbiely un- 
acceptable. Tm respons ibility so allocated is one primarily within the fnno- 
tioa and Jurisdiction of CM. Allocating this responsibility as such to a 
committee in the fore ©f the XAC can only lead to confusion, to l&ek of ef- 
fectiveness, to improper organisation for counterespionage mid operational 
factors and possibly to the dissipation of intelligence assets presently pos - 
sea and virtue of our dealing with those foreign intelligence service*. 

7* With regard to Paragraph 7(c) 00 Page 7, the preparation of "hot" 
information for dissemination by the DCI should not be limited to the current 
intelligence staff and clear provision should be mads, in os ms where nec- 
essary and advisable, far the direct handling, without reference to aqy current 
intelligence staff, of B hot w info mat ton produced, for example, by qsq. 

S. Tour particular attention is directed also to Paragraph 8(e) at the 
top of bag© 9 of this proposed Directive, which provides that the current in- 
telligence staff shall be furnished, in the most expeditious manner possible, 
all information of po slblo significance, including the intelligence content 
«** j^glications of operational messages. It Is felt that this statement is 
too broad. Obviously such a group, if set up, should be given the benefit 
of pertinent intelligence infoxaaticn, but a more clear distinction should be 
mad© prohibiting then fro is dabbling in operational matters. 

9. The exact meaning of Paragraph 9(a) on Pag© 9 ie not understood. 
Paragraph 9(b) on Page 9 should contain a specific excepting provision oat- 
linipf the responsibility and Jurisdiction of 050 in the protection of finished 
counterespionage intelligence and counterespionage inforaation or intelligence 
should not mm within the purview in any way of tee national intelligence 
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group except as furnished by 0SO for its intelligence 

type of excepting provision should be inserted in Paragraph 9(e) on Pago 9. 

10* It is felt that if, as provided for in Paragraph 20(a) J*«8® JJ°> 

the Director of Central Intelligence is made primarily responsibl e for the 
implementation of this Directive, a clearer statement of Ids authority in 
that connection should appear vis-a-vis the other pertinent departments and 
agencies. 

H, Paragraph 10(c) on Pag# 11 of the proposed Directive is considered 
unsound. It is not felt that the responsibility of Oil for the Pr**ocUon 
of national intelligence should be conditioned upon drafts and 
from and by the IAC. Further, Paragraph 10(d) on Page 11 is too 
particularly in providir^ that national intelligence shall not be dl^s«ainatM 
without "a statement indicating concurrence of the members of the Intelligence 
Advisory Dorsal tteo, or when there Is a non-concurrence, a statement sub- 
stantially differing opinion.” Some provision should be made for tuo immediate 
dissemination of national intelligence in crises and other situations, of all 
material which the Director of Central Intelligence considers should be so 
disseminated without delay or other restriction* 
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
